The reservoirs are 
to be of concrete and

deep well pumps and will lift water 
220 feet. Each pump bas a capacity 
of 50 inches, or 200 inches 
for the 
four. The contract price for the four 
pumps was $18,500. These pumps are 
for 16-inch wells. 
The next contract went to the Dow 
Pump Engine Company of Ixia An­ 
geles. This was for a pump for a 14 
inch well to lift water a height of 450 
feet. It bas a capacity of 50 inches. 
The contract price for this deep well 
pump was $7000. <• 
The 
Fairbanks-Morse Company, of 
Los Angeles, secured the contract tor 
the two booster plants. These are the 
plants that force the water Into the 
reservoirs. 
They are both equipped 
with Rumsey pumps and two were se­ 
cured for $10,000. 
The Western Pipe and Steel Com­ 
pany of Los Angeles, was given the 
contract for twenty-four miles of pipe, 
ranging from four to sixteen inches, 
with fittings and hydrants, at a cost 
of over $35,000.
